ELATIONS between the Allies and Franco Spain can- 


not be discussed in terms of a quid-pro-quo of wolfram 
and oil, and that is the trouble with yesterday’s agreement. 
Apart from the question of who will make Franco live up 
to his new pledges, the real objection lies in the very prem- 
ise of the negotiations. The assumption on which the 
British Foreign Office and our State Department have 
operated is that Franco is truly a neutral. Such a premise 
is false, because Franco was and is a fascist. And there- 
fore agreements with him are transitory, hollow things 
which will not endure. They do not solve the real problem. 
a 8 Perhaps, the well-known appeasement circles in the 
British Foreign Office can explain to the British people 
why they insist on dealing with Franco as though he will 
outlive the defeat of Germany and the inevitable, growing 
wrath of the Spanish people. For our own country, it must 
be said that the issue lies on a different and more basic 
level. Franco is not a neutral, never was and never will be. 
He is a tool of Hitler, and any perspective of permanence 
for his regime contradicts the excellent principles of Cor- 
dell Hull’s April 9 speech. 

More important, the State Department cannot solve 
the crisis of our Good Neighbor policy in South America 
without recognizing that Hitler is working against us in 
Argentina, Chile, Mexico, Puerto Rico through the Spanish 
Falange. It is through Spain that Hitler attempts to open 
a second front against us, wants to destroy hemisphere 
solidarity and whips up atiti-American incitement. Be- 
cause this is so true, the agreement with Franco is a petty, 
insignificant triumph, transitory in its very nature, con- 
tradictory to our basic foreign policy. 

It is on this ground—and not matters of trade—that 
the State Department will have to face the reality, change 
its attitude toward Franco and begin to base itself on the 
popular, anti-fascist forces within Spain. 

Meanwhile, the American people must not allow this 

issue to divert them from the immediate, essential task. 
Everything must be concentrated on backing up the Presi- 
dent and our armed forces in the impending invasion, 
whose success will solve the basic issues of the war and 
clarify our real interests in Spain as well.
